A MaflBber of Oo^gretsas— Bxpreae Their 

TrttcTfnct) In Flowery tan^aRje —The 
Debate Kaded— The Beaata DIapoees of 
a Large Aasoaat «ff Galea dar Srtftaaas. 

Wa-shinoton, Feb. 82.— There was ao 
much confusion in the house yesterday, 
when Mr. Jf(X)ki>r, of MiH.sissippi, began 
bis h4<ireM in favor of Wo^hiDg^ou &s 
th* rite fos the world's fair, that for a 
while his words oould not be distin- 
guished tweuty feet awav. The galleries 
wore (|uil4' ius generously filled as they 
were tlie previous day, and a large pro- 
portion of the nieinlx'ra were in their 
testa chattiiig and laughing together. 
Tlie ham of Toioei roae abore the Toice 

of Mr. Hunker, ;ind Mr. Hitt. of IllinoLs, 
was liually cuiiiiu'lled to uttW the speakor 
to declare order. 

Mr. Hooker referred to former cele- 
brations and stated that he was heartily 
in favor of thorn bocauaa they did more 
to estahlish the prominence of a govern- 
ment tlian any other event. The eity oi" 
Washington, he said, presented a capi- 
tal of $50,uU0,000 in its public btiild- 
ings, beautiful in their architecture. 
Space there was plenty. The heightt of 
Georgetown and the great stretches of 
avuilahle laud all tended to prove that 
Wasiiin„'t<in was a fit place for the fair. 

lleihdiiMt favor VVashiuK on .>«iiu|>ly 
for tilt (• p Msoiis. He did not favor It 
because it w :i3 \\ asliiiigton I'ity. (tut lie- 
cause it wius the capital of tlie nation, a 
non-partisan city, where tlie great n»<'n 
and woiiieii of tlie country could bo 
drawn to'.;"ther. As an American citi- 
zen hi' had flit that the pluiefor extend- 
ing the liand of Ameriia to thi' peoiile 
of the world wa.s Washington. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Hooker's re- 
mark.s. Mr. MiUh, of Texas, roae in op- 
position to the ijroposition of holding a 
world's fair. Mr. Mills began by spt^ak- 
ing in coiuplimentary terms ot theaccom- 
plishiuenttt of the Ameru au people. Mr. 
Millb bald that the members of congress 
were so overwhdined with business that 
they had beooms Uttto more than mail- 
ing elerin. Aa immanss amoaat of 
bufiiness tluU did not belong to OMigress 
had been forced oa the lepreeentatives 
of the peopla. The goTerument had 
nothing to do with a world's fair; it was 
a sUite propositian. 

Keterring to Christopher Columbus, 
Mr. Mills hoid that Coliinilius haii never 
seen .North America. He hiid left Spain 
to hunt Imlians: had landed at San Sal- 
vador and none hack home again. He 
had come a s»Tonil, a third and a fourth 
time aud gone back home wiiliout ever 
knowing ol' tlie existence of tiie etiuntry 
that w anted to honor him. This propo- 
sitioii, he held, was a business proposi- 
tion. Since 876 these fairs had iMxn in- 
creasing and if they kept on increasing, 
helped bv government approjMriatiMW, 
the p<'0]ile would finally break dbwn 
under the burdan of taxation. 

1'hese fairs oould be held without any 
help from the government. If the city 
of Chicago, or um city of New York, or 
Wasliingtuii or ^ Louis wanted a fair, 
its busineiii men ooold raise the neoes- 
sary monev. He thought the bill would 
pass, and n would be cwarged up to pa- 
Criotism and to Columbus. He supposed 
that he would have to cast his vote for 
some particular site, and that vote would 
be cast for St. Louis. When the ques- 
tion of i>a8sing the bill came up, he 
would cast Ilia vote against tbe proposi- 
tion like a little man. 

Mr. Morse, of Massachusetts, also op- 
pos<Hl the bill. He thought that if the 
fair should l>e held anywhere, it should 
be held in Washington. Hut he liad 
some doubts as to the ad vLsahility of 
liolding a fair. He thought that the 
fair, wherever held, would result in a 
loss of several millions to the govern- 
ment There were other measures that 
demanded more immediate attention. 
He was against the proposition until 
other matters of more importance, that 
affected the tjieasury, could be dis- 
posed of. 

Mr. Peters, of Kansas, opposed the 
bill, b^use in an estimate of the ex- 
penditures of tlie oovemmem prepared 
by falm they exceeded the receipts. He 
asked the people to pause before it was 
too lat^. 

Mr. CVNeil!. of I'enn.<ylvuni;i, said he 
had not at this hit* day delinitely m.nde 
up his mill 1 on a Hite Me opiKiscd t'le 
proi>osit!ii,i i riiicipally Leca;i. e ll»'ie 
was t<K> lilile iiine to prepare for a '.'.lir 
in 1H,»J., It wii,s noL a 1 usiae.^s prop.n.i- 
tion. hut ai(»tie from patrioiitr sentiment. 

Mr. Maiicliard, of i.oui.siaua. favored 
Washington. He Ulieved, lio*ever, 
that wiier tver the fair would be li«ld, it 
woul I result in the greatest benefit to 

the SI 111! ii. 

Mr. (iibaon, of Maryland, thought 
Washington the place where the Na- 
tional con;.',i'e-ri in wealth and grandeur 
could l)o seen best. It there was not a 
suitable liarltor here, he said, near at 
hand, ut Baltimore, the navies of the 
world might ride. 

Mr. .^lillikcn. of Maine, said tl-.at no 
class of |.(^>i)le would more gladly par- 
ticipat.' in tne fair than the men who 
carried thi' l!ag. The soldiers would not 
thank IIk' man wlio pleaded the poverty 
act here. He had j.ever ^nown of a 
man wIm wa ited lo do auytliiii.; or pre- 
vent an . tl.in^ being done, w lio could 
not '(U te -'e . ' y.^< 11 (Jll eitlier s tie. 

Mr. ■ :')uk. ol 'I ( nne-sec, sa.d (hat in 
Wa^l'i■,t■lM "iiily woulil the leir have 
Nati'iiiil ill! i .rtancf and si.;i.ilii ani'e. 
The iiaiii.n .-^iiuuld inherit ilie i>..d'iiiigs 
whii li iiu'- t lie iHinstructed forilm fair. 

Mr. Wilson, of VVetit \'ir;;iiiia, said 
that fairs allayed the sectional feelings 
cngeiidi r. d hy the war. They chastened 
tlie spirit oi one and aroused National 

Sride in the other. If the exposition was 
> be a great lUatodp event it must be 



carri/.><l on by the National gove-rnrnent, 
aud the seat of the National government 
was tlie place were it should be held. 
Under the financial scheme the fair 
wi mid cost the government uo more if 
held in Washington than it woidd any- 
where else. 

Mr. V'endever, vf California, advo- 
cated .St. Louis' claim. If it was to be a 
financial transaction purelv. he said, 
they should advertise for tods. In the 
Mississippi valley the foieign visitor 
would see the real source ta the pros- 
perity of > ew York and Chicago, and 
would find 3t Louis the center ^ it aU. 
The opmmeroe of this «rsat vallej ex- 
ceeded tenfold the foreign oommeroe of 
New York, and Ht. Ixmis was at the con- 
fluence of the great streams of that com- 
merce. He b<'lioved the next exposition 
would he eld In ( aliforuia, aud be fa- 
vored the rlaiin of 8t Louis asareoos- 
nition of the \v est. 

Mr. ( arlisle said that the fair should 
be held near the center of the country. 
St. Louis was nearest that center and 
Clucago was next. Mr. Carlisle said 
that lie must dis^ipprove the bills pre- 
sented by the committee. Congress nad 
no right to hold a fair anywhere but at 
the National capital. If a state wanted 
the fair, its ciusens had only to incor- 
porate themselves and hold it. He 
thought the bills should be amended. 
Wben they were changed feoeuit his 
ideas, he would vote for St Loois flxst, 
and then for Chicago. 

Mr. Kinsey, of Minouri, said that the 
greatest thing the coimtry had to exhibit 
was the country itself, and the fair 
should lie held at a place where most of 
It could be seen. St. Louis embraced 
something of all that was g<^)od, and all 
that wiis representative of the genius of 
the pe«)ple of tliis country. The conven- 
ience ol the peojilt> dl South and I eiitral 
Aineriea should In- e^ n>iiltei|, too. 

Mr. O'Neall. of liuli iiia. s.iid that the 
interests of the whole country would be 
best subserved by lioldim; tlie fair at St. 
LouLs, whi"h was near the h< .ivt of pop- 
ulation. He believed iu putting the fair 
v«-here it would do the most good to the 
greatest number of our own people, not 
merely where It would beneflt a particu- 
lar city. 

Mr. Wilson, of Missouri, said that it 
would be subversive of tbe objects in 
view to locate the fair upon the narrow 
Bbrip of country where Columbus land- 
ed. The countoy was the greatest ex- 
hibit after all, and therefore the fair 
should be he'd in Ht. Louis. 

Mr. J «>!- 'Of Illinois, favored St. 
Louis I 0 thought the fair should 

be an e , i aid to the |>eople of 

the couu. 1 <.)uis was the only 

citv iu the \v. .,1 that had sun i-.-ded in 
holding exhibitions and had lu \-er failed 
in an und* rtaking. 

Mr. Hatch, of .Missouri, said that it 
was providential that l^sSoto had been 
fifty yeam behind ( oluinhuH. If he had 
discovered the Mississippi valley fifty 
Tears sooner. New England and Man- 
hattan Island would now be Indian 
reservations for sale at $1.2.5 per acre. 
Mr. Hatch spoke of the hospitality of 
St. Louis. He spoke at some length of 
the advantages of Forest park as a site. 

Mr. Outhwaite said that olieying the 
resolutions passed by his state legislature 
be favoMd Chicago.

Mr. (iear. of Uiwa, favored Chicago. 
ItvS jieuiile had j)luek and jiusii and ener- 
gy, ajKt would make the fair a success. 

Messrs. Kerr, of Iowa, and Owen, of 
Indiana, spoke briefly in favor of Chi- 
cago. 

Mr. Fitch, of New York, in advocating 
the claims of New York city, said iu its 
harbor were the navies of the world, all 
tongues wwfe spoken there and it was 
the proper place for a great world's fahr. 

Mr. Dun^y, of New York, said that 
eoross the Brooklyn bridge, across the 
Hudson and on Manhattan Island, in 
each of these three places was a popula- 
tion larger than that of Chicago, and 
pouulation was one of the considerations 
to i)e taken into account, if the fair was 
to be a finaiu'i.il success. 

Messrs. Laming. lt;iiiies, Wall.aco, Mc- 
Carthy, Faniuhar. each pleaded elo- 
quently in behalf of .N'ew V(jrk 
city a.s the proiK'V pl;u;e for the fair. 

Sir. Candler, of Ma.s.sacluisetls, closed 
the debate ir. a few words, wiving the 
country could safely trust tin- house to 
discharge its full duty, and hoped for a 
favorable concliuion upon the iiuestion 
nexi Monday.

SIR JO HN WARM S UP. 

Eloquent Appeal for Maintaining the 

rrcncli-Canadlan Compact. 
Ott.\wa, Ont., Feb. 22. — Sir John 
Macdonald, Thursday, made what is 
generally considered the flneet speech he 
has ever made in the house of comnums. 
The oceasion was the debate on the dual 

language bill. 

Sir .lohii's elosing words were i>arficu- 
larly impassioned and forcible. Holding 
out both hands, :us if in terribly earnest 
Bupuiic^ition, he said: 

"l appeal to the members of this 
house. 1 iv^ipeal to you each and all to 
work hand in hau l with the mover of 
this meiusure now in so disposing of this 
vexatioas question that it may be buried 
forever and forever from our thoughts. 
Iliink of the awful c(»isequences should 
this cry which raises race against race, 
creed agaiust creed, religion against re- 
ligion and language against language 
be continued. It will ruin the prosper- 
ity of our country. It will destroy oiu: 
oredit in Eniclwid. 

"Think what a financial calamity it 
would be to Canada was it to be broached 
upon that most fickle of all markets— 
the London Stock Exchange— that Can- 
ada was abnut to throw herself into a 
war on religion and race (|Uesiions. 
Think what a disastrous conse pience 
v»ere it to be were t-anada to be thus 
ruined in minds of foreigners and the 
proud ))ositioii wlii(;h we now hold 
among tlie growing nation^ of the world 
to be thus so ruthlessly east down. .And 
for whaty Simply because a few f.ami- 
lies have chosen to declare themselves 
as opposed to the carrying out of our 
solemn covenant and jiromise with the 
Freiich-t anadians. « ho are now a proud 
and happy portion of our Dominion. 

"Mr. Hpeaksr, I say forbid it. Forbid 
it in the name of Christianity, in the 
name of humanity, in the nama of our 
country. 

"Let us now bury this question, and 
having it finally disposed of we will con- 
tinue to grow and increase in prosperity 
as we have done since 1867, when the 
solemn compact which these tyrants now 
wish us to break u ( re enttted illtO bf 
means of confedenition." 

Ix>ng and continued applause greeted 
the couclusion of his speech.

About 1,000 fishing Ixiats, with h** 
tweeii :.',")00 and ;{,()(IU fishermen, drifted 
out to sea. NiiK! hundred of these boats, 
with all the men alxiard, were lo->t. Most 
of the bodies drifted iiyxin the beaoh* 
and were taken ciire of by relatives. 

The scenes among the families and 
friends were heart-rendering. The same 
day eleven boats were wrecked in the 
sea oft' TobiBhima, during.a storm, and 
fifty fishermen were drowned. Jan. 2& 
twenty-three flshemien were drowned 
on the coast of Masohawa. 

News has also been received of tha 
disastrous storm which swept the Isle of 
Tukuo and CHitisie Kadsusa district the 
night of Jan. 26. Over 800 fishing 
boats that were out, never returned. 
FuneraJ ceremonies for about OOO fish- 
ermen supposed to have been drowned 
have liei'ii observed. Whole villages are 
in mourning.

A BBOIITBATION LAW. 



The Bill Introduced by Senator C. B. 
Poyntz— Other Legislative 

DoiBfff. 



Senator Poyntz obtained leave yester- 
daytoiotroduceahiil to provide for a reg- 
■tration of voters in the city of Mayivllle. 

Senator Andcrdon'a resolution t) ap- 
point a committee of sixteen tore-arrange 
the Oongresslonal districts of the State 
was adopted. 

A bill is pending to authorise the sale 
by the Sinkinc Fund Commissioners of 
the State's Htock in turnpikes. The sale 
is to be duly advertised to be sold in 
blocks of ten shares each, and the right 
is reserved by the Oommissioner to reject 
bids. 

Mr. Smith introduced a bill to stop the 
transfer annually of live cents out of the 
amount levied for State purposes to the 
Sinking Fund. The bill alleges in a pre- 
amble that such traoHfer is unnecessary 
and creates a fund largely in excess of all 
demands. 1'he bill also directs the trans- 
fer from the .Sinkinp Fond to the General 
Fund of ail sums in excess of $200,000 
DOW to the credit of the Sinkirg Fund. 

One of the moet important of the gen- 
eral bills introduced yeaterday whs by 
W. B. Smith to prohibit the issuance of 
any more patents for a period of five 
years for vacunt land in the State hy the 
Register of the Land oitice, the act to 
take effect at once. It does not apply to 
l)erflonH now lioUlinp a certificate for the 
entry of land. Mr. Smith says there are 
no more vacant lands in Kentneky, that 
tbe Land Office is continuing to issue 
patents at the rate of sixty or seventy a 
month, withoat knowledge whether the 
lands patented are vacant, and he wants 
it stopped to prevent further confusfon. 

Tbe resolution to investigate the Lou- 
iayiUe Gas Company came ap Thnrsday 

and tbe (juestion was on concurring in 
(WO slight auiendmenta made by the 
Honse. Senator Poynts, who offered the 

resolution, made a personal stafement, 
in which be S4id the seeming discourtesy 
to the Speaker implied by his resolotion 
was entirely f )rei>{n to hin intention. The 
omisaioa of tiie name " spenker " in con- 
neetion with tbe appointment of the com- 
mit tee w.iHan oversiiiht. With this state- 
ment m.«de, he didn't see why there 
shonld be objection to concurring in tfie 
amondmeiiiH ar:d perinittini; the investi- 
gation to proceed. l!. has, he said, been 
Stated that it is of no ose to Investigate 
the gis company. The representatives 
of this concern have been bere hobnob- 
bing with tbe members, and claimintr 
they are pure and undeflled. If this is 
so be doean't understand why tbey should 
object to an investigation. 

Mr. 'Smith uit^ed thai the resolution as 
amended should he rejected, and another 
one should be originated as a matter of 
courtesy to the Speaker, wiio w as i^jnored 
in the other, while tbe House Speaker 
was recognized. 

Mr. Poyntz said he understood if 
resolution got back into the House tlxm 
was serious doubt of its being readopi d 
as there was a oiovemeot oa foot u* de- 
feat it.
